I should like to point to one | 
factor closely connected with) 
the problem that has not, 80) 
far, been mentioned by your 
correspondents; namely the 
strange custom of arranging 
15-minute intervals in the 
middie of performances, 
which — to the best of my 
knowledge is unknown 
anywhere else in the world. 

Not only does the interval 
cause, in most cases, an an- 
noying break in the actior 
which sometimes ig down- 


right ridiculous (... “they 
are coming up the stairs!
